Sprinkle this solution over the 
wheat, using a pint or pound for each 
100 bushels. Bo sure to have the 
wheat stored in a tight bin as nearly 
air tight as possible, and after having 
treated the wheat cover with blan- 
kets or bags for at least 24 hours. 
This treatment may be repeated two 
or three times at intervals of about 
ten days. Be careful to keep all fire 
and heat away while fumigating.

Mentally, she has 
fallen into decay. The condition of the present adult generation is so appal- 
ling that parents are scarcely fit to have charge of their own children.

sequently harder to bridge oxer. The result is everywhere so apparent that 
it is a matter of urgency to save the coming generation, lest Russia go com- 
pletely to the devil.

O SAY that something bears 
the "hall-mark" has come 


to mean that it is genuine, un- 
adulterated, above suspicion and 
the 
expression 
h» now 
fre- 


quently applied to men, though 
in the beginning It was affixed 
only to articles of gold or sil- * 
ver. 


Strictly speaking, 
the 
hall- 


mark is* the official stamp used 
by the Goldsmiths' company in 
England as a proof of the purity 
of various metals, the name be- 
ing derived from the jewelers' 
guild or hall and not from any 
resemblance to a hallway in the 
stamp itself. The hall-mark for 
London is a leopard's head; for 
Dublin a harp; for Glasgow a 
tree and n salmon with a ring 
in its mouth; for Birmingham, 
an anchor; for Exeter, a castle 
with two wings; for Sheffield, 
a crown, etc. In addition to 
those marks, which indicate the 
place at which the metal was 
assayed, there are other sym 
hols showing the purity of the j 
metal. 
These symbols are ex- 


pres«ed in the form of carats 
for gold and the "sterling" and 
"standard" marks for silver, the 
former meaning that there are 
11 ounces and 10 pennyweight 
of pure silver to the troy pound, 
and the latter that there are 11 
ounces and two pennyweight, 
the standard for British silver 
coins.

In the morning cook until 


soft enough to put through a sieve. 
Strain, return to the preserving kettle 
and continue cooking, stirring con- 
stantly until a clear amber jelly is 
formed. This will thicken when cool. 
Put into small jars; cover nnd seal. 
This marmalade Is fine for dainty des- 
serts. cake fillings nnd such dishes. 


White Layer Cake. — Cream one-half 


cupful of butter, add one and one-half 
cupfuls of sugar gradually, flavor with 
a half teaspoonful of rose extract, add 
one-half cupful of milk and two cup- 
fuls of paltry flour sifted with four 
level teaspoonfuls of baking powder. 
Mix well, then fold in the stiffly-beaten 
whites of eight o^rgs. 
This makes 


three layers of exceptional quality. 
For filling, use lemon or orange, or a 
combination of both. An e<:g yolk, two 
tablespoonfuls of flour, two tnblospoon- 
fuls of water with the rind and juice 
of a lemon nnd a half cupful or more 
of sugar. Cook together, adding a lit- 
tle butter just before taking from the 
fire. Cool before adding to the cake. 


Graham Gems. — A hot muffin or gem 


Is welcome occasionally even in warm 
weather. Those are easy to make and 
very light and good. Take one cupfnl 
of sour milk, one tenspoonful of soda. 
one-half tenspoonful of salt, one egg 
and 
two 
tablespoonfuls of melted 


shortening, added after one cupful o* 
graham flour. Beat well and fill well- 
greased gem pans. This recipe makes 
six good-sized gems.

TEXDEXT RESIGNS 


Miss Carrie E. Stout, superintendent 


at the Annie Warner hospital since it 
opened four months ago, for the sec- 
ond time in two months offered her 
resignation to the board of directors 
of the institution. Her resignation 
/•was accepted at the meeting of the 
board of directors held Friday even- 
ing at the hospital by a vote of 9 to 
3 
Her successor was not elected. 


Miss Stout came to the hospital sev- 
eral weeks before the institution op- 
ened and superintended the prelim- 
inary work and since that time has 
been in charge. During her adminis- 
tration the institution has shown ex- 
cellent reports and her work has been 
commended repeatedly by the board. 
Her resignation was presented to me 
directors at the July meeting but was 
not accepted. Following the accept- 
ance of the resignation of the super- 
intendent by the board. Dr. J. A. Sing- 
master, president of the board of di- 
rectors, and Wm. Arch McLean, sec- 
retary, resigned from their positions. 
These resignations 
were accepted. 


No successors for these offices have 
been elected. 
Forty-seven patients were admitted 


to the hospital during the month of 
July, according to the report which 
was presented by the superintendent. 
Of this number 15 were charity cases. 
The report adds that there were 31 
patjents discharged, 2 deaths, 14 re- 
maining, average number per day 17, 
out patients' X-rayed 15, house pa- 
tients X-rayed 5, laboratory specimens 
31, patients operated on 30, accident 
cases 5. 


MUSTEK'S FALLING GUN 


RESULTS SERIOUSLY 


As the result of an accidental dls- 


, charge of a gun, Emory Brady, Ro- 
j Chester, N. Y., has been in the Warner 
Hospital in a critical condition. Two 
weeks ago Mr. Brady, aged 41, arriv- 
ed in Buchanan Valley for an indefi- 
nite visit at the home of his sister's 
husband, J. Edward Hall, director of 
the poor. Friday afternoon Mr. Bra- 
dy started on a walking trip for the 
two-fold purpose of picking blackber- 
ries and hunting woodchucks. Arriv- 
ing at a point three miles from the 
Hall residence he picked six quarts ot 
berries and then started on the hunt- 
ing expedition. He was accompanied 
by Mr. Hall, his son Edgar and Wm. 
McKendrick, all residents of the Val- 
ley. 


While hunting on the Beamer farm 


in Menallen township near the Ar- 
endtsville hunting club, Mr. Brady 
stopped for a few minutes, leaning 
his shotgun against a bush. Edgar 
Hall and McKendrick were the anly 
persons with him at the time. Sud- 
denly the gun fell to the ground, dis- 
charging and lodging its contents in 
the left foot of Mr. Brady. Seeing 
that he was seriously hurt his two 
companions applied first aid by strap- 
ping a belt above the wound. Mr. 
Hall, who was nearby at the time, his 
son, and Mr. McKendrick carried the 
injured man to the Arendtsville hunt- 
ing camp, about a half mile distant, 
and laid him on a cot. 


The accident occurred about 8 o'- 


clock. It was necessary then for the 
men to notify Dr. Wm. Wolf, Arendts- 
ville physician, of the accident and 
bring him to the hunting lodge. The 
doctor ordered the man taken to the 
Warner Hospital, Gettysburg., where 
at midnight an operation was per- 
formed to amputate the injured foot. 
Mr. Brady is a native of Buchanan 
Valley and lived there until about 12 
years ago. Since that time he has 
lived in Rochester and various other 
places. 


At latest report, Mr. Brady is very 


much improved.

Sipling and Amos Wolf were arrested 
Monday aweek for the thjeft of 3 hams, 
3 cans of lard, 10 Ibs. of sugar and 
a pocketbook from the home of James 
Comfort, residing on the Harry B. Sla- 
gle farm, near Bittingere, Saturday 
night previous, while the Comfort 
family were in Hanover. The meat 
and lard were found Monday in the 
home of Edward Wolf, and. he was 
arrested for receiving stolen goods. 
Sipling and Amos Wolf were unable 
to secure bail and were placed in the 
custody of Sheriff Hartman. E. M. 
Bittinger, Hanover, went bondsman 
for Edward Wolf. 


The witnesses who went to Gettys- 


burg but who were not called upon to 
testify 
included Paul Milter, 
John 


Welty, Harry Weaver, Mrs. Allen 
Ports, Mrs. Edward Wolf, Mrs. Amos 
Wolf, Frank Warnick, Howard Schildt, 
Julia Laughman, Allen Ports, all of 
Bittingers, and Howard Hahn, of Han- 
over. Only a few witnesses testified. 
The office of the sheriff, in which the 
hearing was held, was filled to capaci- 
ty, while a long line of autos were 
strung in front of the jftil. Edward 
Hippensteel 
and Geo. Cromer said 


that while driving through Bittingers 
Saturday night at 7 o'clock they pass- 
ed Amos Wolf and Sipling going to- 
ward the Comfort house. They car- 
ried a basket, they said. 


Chief Crabbs related in detail how 


Harry Slagle first told him of the 
robbery, how he procured a search 
warrant and- found the sugar at the 
home of Amos Wolf. Mrs. Eugene 
Sipling, wife of one of the accused 
men, was the person whose state- 
ments 
were 
the 
most 
damaging

trio. She told 
Chief 


Crabbs that the meat and lard could 
'be found at Edward Wolf's house and 
'there is where it was found. Mr. 
Comfort identified it as his own. Ed- 
ward Wolf stated to Chief Crabbs 
that he bought the hams from Sipling.

"My father was an 
old-fashioned

think he probably carried his theory 
to extremes; whipping me became a 
sort of dissipation with him. 
But I

did me good, and I can't imagine what 
would have become of me but for it. 


"My mother believed in moral sua- 
sion, and used to plead and argue with 
me, but I can't remember that her ten- 
der eloquence ever prevented me from 
breaking Into a melon patch or fishing 
in forbidden 
waters. 
Her

probably vwould have been successful 
in many cases. 
There are boys who 
are responsive to such appeals, but I 
was headstrong as a government mule 
and when I wanted to do something it 
took more than gentle counsel to head 
me off.

Miss Carrie "R. Stout, superintendent 
at the Annie Warner hospital sincc it 
opened four months ago, for the sec- 
ond time in two months offered her 
resignation to the board of directors 
of 
the 
institution. 
Her 
resignation 
/was accepted at the meeting of the 
hoard of directors held Friday even- 
ing at the hospital by a vote of 9 to 
3. Her successor 
was not 
elected, 
isiiss Stout came to the hospital sev- 
eral weeks before the institution op^ 
encd and superintended the prelim- 
inary worlc and since that time has 
heen in charge. 
During her adminis- 
tration the institution has shown ex- 
cellent reports and her work has been 
commended repeatedly by the board. 
Her resignation was presented to the 
directors at the July meeting but was 
not accepted. 
Following the accept- 
ance of the resignation of the super- 
intendent by the board. Dr. J. A. Sing- 
master, president of the board of* di- 
rectors, and Wm. Arch McLean, sec- 
retary, resigned from their positions. 
These 
resignations 
were 
accepted. 
No successors for these ofllces have 
been elected. 


Forty-seven patients were admitted

RESULTS SEHlOrSLY 


• As the result of an accidental dis- 
charge of a gun. Kmory Brady, Ro- 
ohGRter, N. Y., has been in the Warner 
Hospital in a critical condition. 
Two 
weeks ago Mr. Hrady, aged 41, arriv- 
ed in Buchannn Valley for an indeil- 
nite visit at the home of his sister's 
husband, J. Edward Hall, director of 
the poor. 
Friday afternoon Mr. Bra- 
dy started on a walking trip foi' (he 
two-fold purpose of picking blackber- 
ries a'hd hunting woodchucks. 
Arriv- 
ing at a point three miles from the 
Hall residence he picked six quarts ot 
berriefe and then started on the hunt- 
ing expedition. 
He was accompanied 
by Mr. Hall, his son Edgar and AVni. 
McKendrick, all residents of the Val- 
ley. 


While hunting on the Beamer farm 
in Menallen township near the Ar- 
endtsville hunting club. Mr. Brady 
stopped for a few minutes, leaniuj; 
his shotgun against a bush. 
Edgar 
Hall and McKendrick were the only 
persons with him at the time. 
Sud- 
denly the gun fell to the ground, dis- 
charging and lodging its contents in 
the left foot of Mr. Brady. 
Seeing 
that he was seriously hurt his two 
compiinions applied first aid by strap- 
ping a belt above 
the wound 
Mr. 
Hall, who was nearby at the time, his 
son. and Mr. McKendrick carried the 
injured man to the Arendtsville hunt- 
ing camp, about a half mile distant, 
and laid him on a cot. 


The accident occurred about S o'- 
clock. 
It was necessary then for the 
men to notify Dr. Wm. Wolf. ArendtSr 
ville physiciaji, of the accident and 
bring him to the hunting lodge. 
The 
doctor ordered the man taken to the 
Warner Hospital. Gettysburg., where 
at midnight an operation was per- 
formed to amputate the injured foot. 
Mr. Brady is a native of Buchanan 
Valley and lived there until about 12 
years ago. 
Since that time he has 
lived in Rochester and various other 
places. 


At latest report, Mr. Brady is very 
much improved.

the 
State Police from the Misses Ann and 
Mary Brame, of Aspers. that they are 
being regularly annoyed and threaten- 
ed by a crowd of young toughs.
